The difficulty and cost has ratcheted 
up a notch as everyone started switching to 14" wheels 
because of the lack of 13" tire sizes. Now, 14" wire wheel 
covers are what everyone desires. The 14" variety was used 
on Fairlanes and Galaxies, so now to find a good wheel 
cover you have to compete with not only Falcon owners, 
but also Fairlane and Galaxie owners as well. Finding a good 
used 14" wire wheel cover meant passing the hundred 
dollar mark and good used still probably had bent spokes 
and some curb rash. Hubcaps tended to take quite a 
beating so excellent ones are rare. When buying a used 
wire wheel cover you can also expect to spend many hours 
straightening spokes and trying to polish out scratches. I 
have never seen an NOS one so I can only guess as to what 
amount of money one of those would fetch. 

Two years ago | was approached at a local car show 
and told that Eckler's was planning on reproducing 13" 
and 14" wire wheel covers for 1960s vintage Fords. | 
mentioned the shift to 14" rims and personally thought 
that 13" were not worth investing in. | also mentioned that 
if and when they were produced, | would be interested in 
purchasing a set and felt that many other Falcon owners 
would also be interested. The fact that Fairlane, Galaxie and 
Mustang owners also desired these caps made the cost of 
reproduction feasible.

of his students. So | picked up an original hubcap from 
Eckler's, took it home and separated the hub cap into 
three pieces. The three pieces consisted of the outer spoke 
ring, inner spoke ring and the clamp ring that secures the 
hubcap to the wheel. The pieces were forwarded to Delhi 
and the drawing was completed in June 2013. The CAD 
file was sent to a company in Indiana. They made the dies 
that would be used for stamping the two spoke pieces 
using the drawings done by the young lady from Delhi. 
Obviously we at Delhi are very proud of the contribution 
made by our college. 

| was truly impressed when | saw the prototype wire 
wheel cover. It is a near perfect copy of the original. Study- 
ing the prototype side by side with an original, one clue 
as to which one is the reproduction is the straight spokes 
and no curb rash. The hubcap fits the rim exactly like the 
original. The wire wheel covers are available from MAC's. 
Reproduction spinners and center emblems are also 
available. A kit consisting of four hubcaps, four spinners 
and four emblems can be purchased or each piece can be 
purchased individually.

Reading Tires Doesn’t 
Require a Decoder 


By Bill Anderson, originally printed in Old Cars Weekly 
News, Volume 42, Number 4. Printed with permission. 


“When it comes to determining the age of a tire, it is 
easy to identify when it was manufactured by reading 
its Tire Identification Number (TIN) which is like a serial 
number,’ reported The Falcon Times, Volume 5, Issue 5, 
Northeast Chapter of the Falcon Club. 

The article, submitted by Jeff Yates, shows how to read 
the TIN. To simplify the explanation, tires made since 
2000 have a long number such as DOT U2LL LMR 5107. 
“The week and year the tire was produced has been 
provided by the last four digits...with the two digits 
being used to identify the week immediately preceding 
the two digits used to identify the year.” 

Ergo, the TIN ends with “5107” which means it was 
made in the 51st week of the year, and that year was 
2007. By regulation, the number must appear on one 
sidewall of each tire. 

Tires made before 2000 have a shorter TIN. Example: 
DOT EJ8J DFM 408 references the fact that the tire was 
made in the 40th week of the year, and the eighth year of 
that decade. 

Most tire makers cover their products for up to six years, 
so keep your receipt in case an abnormality surfaces.

to address whether | think you should you buy a car or sell 
a car on eBay. | have, like many people, had an array of ex- 
periences with eBay transactions and would like to present 
a few case in points for you to ponder. 

My chapter begins with a 1966 Ford Falcon Station 
Wagon we purchased for $1500. The car had no title and 
was sold on a bill of sale. You should be aware that in some 
States cars over a certain age have no titles and sell on a bill 
of sale as this one did. As we would soon discover, the car's 
advertising photos had certainly had a bit of trickery done 
to them. 

As the delivery vehicle arrived, | immediately saw 
peeling paint on the roof, a defect never evident in any 
of the pictures. | had been too lazy to visit the car in 
person, so | had to be a man, buck up and except the 
consequences. The interior on the car was horrid, also 
never mentioned in the ad. On the good side though, the 
engine was slightly built up with a better carburetor and 
the manifold was newer than the car. Once we put the 
transmission linkage on properly, it ran like a champ. My 
son said, "half the fun is seeing what you get when it gets 
here—kind of like a grab bag.” We had fun and turned a 
disappointment into a fun ride as we were able to “take a 
lemon and turn it into lemonade.’ The car even made it to 
the cover of the The National Falcon News in April 2008. A 
photo of that cover can be found on page 21. 

A few years later, we bid on a car with few photos and 
little information, and again waited to see what surprises 
would await when it arrived on the transport vehicle. This 
purchase was a 1967 red Falcon Sport Coupe with black 
interior. The seller had stated that the paint was great but 
hadn't disclosed that the clear coat over the paint was 
very bad. Soon after, the sander readied it for a new paint 
job. The car came from a cold climate but surprisingly was 
rust free. We did have to install new front floors—not a big 
surprise for a Falcon. The car engine was great as stated; 
the transmission was not and had not been stated as such. 
Once we went through it, put the valve body in correctly, 
adjusted the linkage, and put a new vacuum hose on it, she 
was up and running. Mismatched upholstery had to go, so 
we ordered new and replaced it ourselves to save money. 
When finished, she looked pretty good...if | say so myself. 
She can be seen in TNFN5 July 2012 issue. We paid around 
$2,000 for the car and it was a fun car to own. 

Of all the cars | have bought on eBay the next one was 
the strangest, from the purchase price to the overhaul's 
completion. There were few photos in the ad and it only 
listed the bad things about the car. The price was $666.66.

The tops of both front fenders by the headlights were 
totally rusted away but the rest of the car was rust free. We 
got in it and just drove it away—a rarity in my previous 
experiences. Neither the fact that the interior was original 
and beautiful nor that the tires were brand new had been 
mentioned in the ad. This 1968 four door Seafoam Green 
Falcon was a great deal and once we put new metal in the 
front fenders we had a good little car. 

Sometimes when you're selling on eBay, you can believe 
you've sold the same car multiple times before you actually 
get a final sale. On a two door 1961 silver Ford Falcon, the 
first bidder never materialized. The second showed up 
said, “| thought | could find things wrong and get the price 
down. | bid too much." He left with an empty trailer. The 
third gentleman was first-rate; he paid, loaded the car, left 
and was smiling as he drove away...and so was I. The car 
can be seen on the cover of TNFN issue April 2010. 

An interesting purchase was a 1968 Falcon with mini- 
tubed air ride suspension, built-up six, chrome steering 
column tilt, and aluminum radiator which we were told 
needed finishing. This car"laid rockers.” For us old guys, 
that means it sits on the ground on its rockers when air is 
purged out. This 1968 Falcon was a surprise from the start. 
On the way the driver called me saying, "It's starting to 
rain and | need to roll up the windows. By the way, did you 
know there is no window in the passenger door?" Oh boy, 
this one was a bewilderment before it even arrived. “Runs 
and drives good,’ the ad said. 

When she arrived, we couldn't drive it off the truck. 
After a battery charge, we managed to drive it around a 
few blocks, only to watch the temperature rise. The new 
radiator the owner bragged about was too small. So a 
hunt ensued for one to fit the air-bagged, lowered car. 

The car ran horridly, the new distributor was messed up, 
the breaker plate and weights were bad, and the vacuum 
manifold hooked to vacuum advance and pulled full 
vacuum when started up. It ran like a four letter word unfit 
to print. The car was bought for $4,000 but all the work put 
in it was worth $10,000. It needed a lot of TLC and it got it; 
the car now is sporting new paint, new red interior, a new 
radiator from a 1970'^ Falcon, and a whole lot more.
